WASHINGTON, 'July 12.—The expectation was general 


The inain source 
of apprehension today was that the Spaniards may have suc-

DOVER, July 12.—'An explosion at the works of tbe L'aflin- 


& Rand Powder Company at Pompton Lakes today killed fif- 
teen men, among them several soldiers who had been detail- 
ed to guard the powder works. A short time ago there was 
an explosion which killed six men. > 


Since the outbreak of hostilities with Spain Colonel Lee of 


the Third New Jersey Volunteers and a battalion of his regi- 
ment have been stationed at the works to prevent their de- 
struction by spies. The camp of. the soldiers has been close 
to the powder plant. The guard was being maintained as 
usual this morning. 


At 11 o'clock there was a terrific explosion, which shook 


the buildings and scattered the troops and employes. Fif- 
teen men are reported to have been killed, and many soldiers 
and employes had wounds, some quite serious. The officials of 
the company sent a special train from Dover to the mills, and 
the wounded were placed on board to be removed to the hos- 
pital for treatment. 


The military formed in line and stood guard about the plant 


and refused to allow any one to approach the works. 
The 


names of the dead and wounded have not yet been ascertained. 


Seven men are known to have been killed and eight are 


missing. ' Of the known dead c nly one is a soldier. The others 
were employes. Tho eight mis-sing men were possibly blown 
to pieces. There were two explosions. The first was 'caused by 
a boiler in the engine room blowing-up. The force of this ex- 
plosion resulted in the mixing room, where the powder was 
sorted, being blown up by concussion. 
The mixing depart- 


ment was one of the biggest in the plant. After the explo- 
sion a fire followed, and several small buildings were burned. 
The fire spread quickly. 


The Laflin and Eand Company is filling large Government 


orders for powder, and much that was about ready in the mix- 
ing room was blown up. 


The boiler which caused the original explosion was a new- 


one and had just been put in1 the engine room. It is said that
